tion of lb*-' Heat, which convened 
here last August 

In this address he misstated some 
things and purposely lett out some 
Others. 1 svish to make a friendly 
reply to some of it. It is not that 
I am an egotist or that I crave 
publicity, but that I feel the deaf 
public is entitled to the facts. 
Mans- a mistake is made bv the 
deal when they let prejudice and 
personalities keep them front doing 
what is right and good for all the 
deaf concerned. Also the- habit of 
dodging the facts must some day be 
brought before the bar of justice, 
and due credit for anv degree of as 

sistance in achievements pertaining 

to the welfare of the deaf, given to 
tlmsc svho earned it. Prejudice and 
personalities are two of the svorst 
obstacles in the svav when coopera- 
tion is seue-lv needed te^ help push a 
good movement on to the desired 
goal. 

Hack in the year 1922, the North 
Carolina Association of the Deaf, at 

itSOWn expense, authorized its presi- 
dent to arrange to have a bill en- 
titled a Bureau of Labor for the 
IK. if, carried before the State I 

lat uie, through a friendly Legis 
la tor. This bill svas flamed after 
the one in Minnesota, ssith th< 
ception of sonic changes which wen 
made lo meet the conditions h< 
this State. 

I svas appointed by the president 

as chairman of a committee to svoik 

the Legislature for the pass 

this bill. It svas introduced a few 

days after the Legislature convened 
and svas numbei tssents four. The 
introduction thrilled the committee 
•0 much, that it inhaled a great deal 
of enthusiasm and could almost 
"sniff" success then. Yet none ol 

us had the biains of a piophet. 
Letters sse-te sent to the Legislators 

and many were personally interview- 
ed. Nearly all of those promised 

the committee their support. Oujs 
two or three of the members of the 
committee conld come to Raleigh 
to mingle among tin Legislature. 

Being Chairm»n, I had a great deal 
of ssork and hustling lo t.\o. 1 ap 
pealed befotethe Ladies' Legislative 

Cabinet (composed ofthewivesol 
the Legislators) and won then sup- 
port. 'The support of the moat in- 
fluential members in the Legislature 

svas secured fust. 

Nosv our bill svas soon in the 
hands of the proper comniittn 
signed to receive such bills. The 

chairman was interviewed and his 

support Won. Later it passed this 
committee and the House of Re 
ilatises, and svas then -cut 

ovei te> the Senate. It was again 

placed in the hands ot a committee, 
where it remained for several weeks. 

When it svas finally brought Up foi 

discussion, it came ne.u going to the 
rocks, due to the follosving teason: 
'The State- Department of Labol 
and Printing was being attacked 
by some Legislators, who said thc\ 
sass no nee-el ot this department, as 

the duties assigned to it conld be 

placed under the charge of senile 

othei State department, therefore 
this department should be abolish- 
ed. Nosv our bill, it passed, svas to 
be placed under this same depart 
ment. 'The committee which had 
our bill, had the bill to abolish the 

department of Labor and Printing. 
Se> svhci the committee finally vot- 
ed to defer the "abolishment bill," 
it VOted to defer our bill also, as it 
was counted as part of the other 
bill. 

It svas only -about teli class before 

the Legislature was scheduled to 
adjourn, and the papers svetc men 
tioninga gieat many important bills 
that had to base the tight of svas 

before adjournment. Right here 

was where the hardest battle tot our 
Hill had to He fought. 1 

that it meant life or death* foi this 

1 bill. In company with a f riendrj 
IslatOl . I hunted for this bill. 
We fonnd it and after seuue eliseus 
sion it svas placed with other bills, 
which Were t ' be read before tin- 
Senate anv time before adjourn 
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for a 'piece of bread" from the 
' 'appropriation table. 

A less dass before adjournment I 
had, the pleasure of witnessing the 
passage of our bill. I svas notified 
while sitting in the gallery, bs a 
friendly Legislator, who communi- 
cated the great nesvs to me bs- a nod 
of his head and the making of the big- 
gest svink and smile that I have ever 
seen in all the thirty- six years of my 
life. The passage of this bill i 
ed me of further anxiety, and I svas 
happy that 1 had done my share ol 
work as chairman. 

It is a great surprise to me that 
the committee has never been given 
due credit it so honestly earned. In 
fact, this committee did at least 
of the hardest work for the success 
of the bill. Now, Mr. Miller should 
have been fair and given the 
committee a prominent place in his 
address, instead of making it appeal 
to the deaf public as if his personal 
friend, Mr. J. M. Robertson, whose 
name he mentioned, "did it." 'The 
Bureau is a public office, therefore, 
the one in charge should render 
service seasoned with righteousness. 

Further on in his address, 1 
where he again mentions the names 
of his friends, to svliom he claims all 
thanks are due for assisting the 
Bureau in smashing a bill "against 

the deaf drivers of motor vehi- 
cles" in this State. In the real sense 

of the words "against and bar," that 
bill never had such. Its real in- 
tention was to regulate the In 
as sscll as the deal's lights on the 
highways, in order to bring about 
the highest degree of safetj . [t de- 
fined clearly hosv a deaf ] 
could secure a license te> elrise 
In lad. it svas a matter as to who 

'inpetcnt ot incompetent ones 
could drive. 

That part about licensing the deaf 
is given below, and 1 lease it to the 
reader to "manufacture" his osvn 
opinion: **** Provided, that the 

supervisor or assistant may in his 
lion, issue a license or permit 
lo a person who has less than two 
c .' ) per centum of normal hearing, 
upon receipt of such evidem 
shall satisfy him, or his duly appoint- 
ed agent, that such person has suf- 
ficient experience in the operation 
of a motor vehicle to enable him to 

without endangering the 
of the public. Provided further, that 
peisons who shall have less (han two 
(2) per centum of hearing shall not 
lx- permitted to operate any motor 
vehicle unless the lame is equipited 
with a mirror or any other device thai 
will enable such operator to see traffic- 
approaching from the rear. 

Of course 1. for one, will fight to the 
last, as I have time in the past, it 
one attempts to deprive the cleat" of 

their rights, but still 1 am in favor of 
anything that can promote safety for 
the deal as well as the hearing, provid- 
ed that laid matter does not endanger 
our rights in the real sense of the word. 
Nosv if any credit at all is to lx' hand- 
ed OUl for smashing that bill, which 
svas really misconstrued, then there 
ante* more deaf svho are justly 
entitled to a share either through news 
paper or personal publicity. 

The ele-af are a small class of people 
in pr op ort ion to the hearing, therefore, 
it requires all the cooperation it can 
get within its osvn boundary lines. 
So Rive personalities and unfair prac- 
i slap in the face, and coopera 
tion will blossom sufficiently t 
nearly t^very undertaking with uv. 
table succ i

After years of striving, it seems 
that the deaf of Texas are at last to 
realize a lonp cherished desire — 
that of removing their State School 
for t lie Deaf out of politics. A bill 
which recently was placed before 
the Stale Legislature, stems certain 
of passing that body, with the ex- 

.lion (if one minor clause, to 
which the Legislative body objects. 
The stigma of charity will be re- 
moved from the school, it will be 
classified as an Educational Institu- 
tion, and better methods of instruc- 
tion installed, and last but not h 
it is to come out of polities. 

Richard C. Morriss, of Houston, 
Texas, President of the Texas As- 
sociation Of the Deaf; James J 
Miller, of Houston, Vice-President; 
and Troj B. Hill, of Dallas, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer of said Association;

That indefatigable parish worker, 
Miss Myra I.. Barrager, eame here 00 
the 22d of January, and three hours 
after she had left here the following 
day, Mr. Ellsworth A. Davis, who had 
been suffering with quick consumption 
for some three or four months past, 
passed away. He had come here as a 
resident on May 6, 1927, the day 
following his sixty-sixth birthday. 
He left old Fanwood in 1877, and 
since then had lived down at Pelham. 
where he worked. He married a deaf 
lady who had never been to a 
school for the education of the deaf, 
or to any other kind of school. They 
had three children, one of whom died 
long ago. A son and daughter sur- 
vive the deceased. As this particular 

Mr. Davis was something of a carpen- 
ter, llorist, landscape gardener, and in 
short, a Jack-of-all-trades, he was 
naturally very useful hereabouts and 
liked by all who knew him. His 
funeral took place on January 26th. 

Rev. Kent officiating. As soon as the 
funeral was over, the remains of the 
departed were taken to Fishkill, N. Y., 
where they will be placed beside his 
wife, who died many years ago. 

At about five in the morning of 
February 4th, Miss Washburn, who 
had been an inmate of the Home since 
August 6, 190,5, and was born on 
October 27, 1841, passed away, after 
three days' illness. Her funeral took 
place at 10:30 a.m., on February 6th. 
Rev. Kent officiated and the remains 
were taken to Wappingers Falls to be 

placed in a vault, to await burial in 

the springtime. Three nieces of the 
deceased were present at the funeral. 
When Mr. K. A. Davis was alive, 
there were thirteen men living here, 
and before Miss Washburn died, there 
weie fourteen women here, and so now 
the unlucky number of thirteen is once' 
more on the women's side, and the 
number of persons living here at pre- 
sent is twenty-five. Five of the wo 
men are octogenarians, while all the 
rest of them are over seventy. All the 
men. expect five, are over seventy 1 . 
As all persons who come here to re- 
side are over sixty years of age, and 
are more or less infirm, it is not of a 
SUprise when this one or that one pass- 
es away. Three of the four persona, 

tWO men and two women, who have 
gone to their last resting 'place within 
the past eleven months were over 
eighty. Such individuals as come 
here to live, generally feel that they 
are well situated and well cared for. 

Their only discomfort s e e m a to be 

loneliness. I p here, no matter how 
many good booka or papers one may 
have, he or she suffers more or less 
from loneliness. There is never any 
amusement of any kind here. There 
should be. Some of the folks are won- 
dering if the time will ever come, when 

the movie: can be sent here from some 

near town over a wire, and thrown on 

a screen in the men's sitting room for 

the amusement of the household. Such 
a devii e has been invented, but 1 do 
not know if it is yet perfected.

This well is some two thousand 
feet distant from the home, but not 
wilh landing the distance, the water 
rushes through the system of pipes in 
the house" with great force. The pump

more. Whenever the water in the 
house ceases to run. there is more or
